Everyone knows that Napoleon 
should have won the battle of 
Waterloo. What they don't know 
i*i why he lost it. 

The Emperor had a lifelong 
habit.* Each night he charged his 
glass with brandy and Soda 
Water with Weppes.

The 'N" Diviiiou Community 
Liatf«n Olfioer^ Chief Inspector 
William* ffona Upper Street police 
station, calU at Hararobcc every fort- 
night nr M to talk to Herman: the 
Doac in tbc front room subsKks to a 
hostile nilenee aA he diuppears into 
llernwo'i office. "Harambce is Ibc 
onjy hope fof aoiDC of thcKC kids^' he 
says. ''They have fcjcacd tbc sodcty 
in which wc Uve and it's the only 
place where you could snempt io get 
Ibcm bftck imo lodcty again.
